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Toys “R° Us shoppers in Peel lament companys bankruptcy 


Toys “R” Us is the latest 
bricks-and-mortar retail- 
er to file for bankruptcy, 
according to media re- 
ports in the U.S. 


Sources say the timing 
and terms of the compa- 
ny’s bankruptcy and re- 
structuring plans remain 
in flux but could take 
place this week. 


“Of course I will miss 
it,” said Jessica Fonseca, 
a mother of two. “I don’t 
believe it. I wasn’t hoping 
it wouldn’t happen,” she 
said. 


The company has 70 
stores in Canada, where 
it’s ranked at the top of 
trusted brands as far as 
toy stores go. 


The filing happens ahead 
of the all important holi- 
day season, when the re- 
tailer does the majority of 
its sales. 


Its major vendors, in- 
cluding Mattel and Has- 


bro, need clarity as to the 
company’s ability to oper- 
ate under a restructuring 
plan in order to continue 
stocking shelves through 
the holiday season. 


Fonseca said she’s been 
shopping there since she 
was a kid, and still loves 
going in to pick up items 
particularly when they’re 
on sale. 


“Who doesn’t like Toys 
“R” Us? Like I said, during 
Christmas and stuff and 
through out the year, they 
always have great deals. A 
lot of their stuff, you can’t 
compare at Walmart. You 
just wait a week; it'll prob- 
ably be on sale,” she said. 


“Maybe they'll downsize. 
Hopefully they'll just close 
a few stores.” 


The company, which is 
burdened by a $400-mil- 
lion debt, has hired law 
firm Kirkland & Ellis to 
help in its restructuring

efforts. 


A debt-restructuring 
plan would be aimed at 
providing financial flexi- 
bility for the company so 
it can continue investing 
in the business and to 
adapt to the changing re- 
tail landscape. 


At a recent meeting of 
Peel Regional Council, 
Elena Price, property 
manager for Mississauga 
Square One, said chang- 
ing trends are pushing 
more _ brick-and-mortar 
operations into insolven- 


cy. 


Third arrest made in Peel’s 10th homicide 


A 25-year-old woman from 

North York has been ar- 
rested in conjunction with 
a shooting that occurred 
in Mississauga earlier this 
year. 


Earlier this summer, offi- 
cers responded to a shoot- 
ing at a strip club on June 
29 at 1820 Dundas St. W., 
and found a male who had 
sustained gunshot wounds. 


The victim, 27-year-old 
Raimzhan Tokhtabayev, 
was transported to hospi- 
tal, but succumbed to his 
injuries. 

On Sept. 12, Adriana Mi- 
lani, from North York, was 


charged with an accesso- 
ry to murder charge. She 
appeared in Brampton on 
Wednesday, Sept. 13. 


The arrest follows those 
of 20-year-old Toronto 
resident Elias Gibb and 
23-year-old Mississauga 
resident Christopher An- 
derson, who were both tak- 
en into custody on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 27 in connection 
with the murder. Both men 
surrendered without inci- 
dent. 


Police say that all three in- 
dividuals charged in the in- 
cident knew each other, but 
the victim was a stranger to 
them.

“Alone in 2017 to date, 
we already have 10 re- 
tailers that have filed for 
bankruptcy at Square 
One, five of those which 
have already closed,” she 
said. 


“The balance will close 
in the rest of the year. So 
our teams are incurring a 


significant amount of cost 
that are incurred when 
these stores close,” she 
said. 

Price puts the blame 
squarely on _ Internet 
shopping which has ex- 
ploded in popularity in 
recent years. 


“There’s an exponential 


growth in online shop- 
ping, which has critically 
impacted the sales com- 
ing through our retailers 
at our shopping centres.” 
Toys “R” Us joins Tar- 
get and Sears stores on 
the growing list of stores 
forced to close or restruc- 
ture their operations.

opioids from Afghanistan 
into Canada. 


Authorities intercepted 
a shipping container des- 
tined for Richmond Hill 
on Aug. 28 that had 29 ki- 
lograms of heroin and 604 
grams of opium found se- 
creted in boxes of marble 
tiles. 


An investigation led to the 
arrests of several individ- 
uals in Aurora, Richmond 
Hill and Stouffville.

Council’s budget commit- 
tee will be studying the pro- 
posed 2018 budget today 
and debating everything 
from a property tax hike to 
a planned new hotel tax, 
spending restraints and fee 
hikes and transit fares for 
the MiWay transit operator, 
which is getting 20 new driv- 
ers in the budget to expand 
local routes. 


Crombie faces a municipal 
election in the fall of 2018 
and had pressed finance of- 
ficials at a late-June budget 
committee meeting to keep a 
planned three per cent prop- 
erty tax hike closer to two 
per cent in an election year 
where taxes could be a key 
local issue. 


Some local councillors want- 
ed property tax hikes of three 
per cent and more, but that’s 
not in the cards, the mayor 
said at the time. 


“The (property tax) increas- 


es will retain as we always 
promised,” Crombie told 
Peel Daily News, “within the 
range of inflation, around 2.5 
to under the three per cent 
range.” 


Crombie joked that would 
be good news for Mississau- 
ga taxpayers, who have faced 
annual property tax hikes 
of 2.7 per cent and higher— 
as well as other levies and 
charges— over the last de- 
cade to help pay for transit 
and other services. 


“I am (a taxpayer) too. Peo- 
ple forget that.” 


The final budget will be 
prepared this fall and go to 
council for approval by the 
end of the year. 


Like other cities, Mississau- 
ga faces budget pressures 
and limited revenue options. 
However, in the recent pro- 
vincial budget Ontario’s 
Liberal government allowed 
cities to impose local hotel 
taxes to generate more rev- 
enue. 


Mississauga Mayor Bonnie Crombie with the 


Mississauga Board of Trade Board of Directors. 


Mississauga intends to slap 
a four per cent tax on the 
city’s 10,000 hotel rooms, a 
move expected to raise up to 
$15 million a year beginning 
in 2018. 

In her ‘State of the City’ ad- 
dress, Crombie touted Mis- 
sissauga’s “strong, stable 
government. No drama. No 
nonsense. We work collab- 
oratively together. We get 
things done,” she said. 


She touted the city’s growing 
international reputation as

a business destination and 
government’s efforts to at- 
tract high-tech industry. 


Crombie specifically men- 
tioned Brazilian-based phar- 
maceutical giant 


BioLab, saying, “I’m proud 
to announce that in a few 
short weeks, 


BioLab will open this new 
state-of-the-art facility. It’s 
a $56m investment that will 
create 40 new high-value 
added jobs. 


Crombie told Peel Daily 
News she is preparing to fly 
to Japan for a trade and in- 
vestment mission next week 
to look for more commer- 
cial ties with Japan. Missis- 
sauga has about 100 Japa- 
nese-owned 


Companies— a third of the 
total in Canada— and Japa- 
nese firms are key players in 
the aerospace and auto parts 
sectors and advanced manu- 
facturing. 


“So it’s very important, cul- 
turally to the Japanese com- 
munity that we meet regular- 
ly and express our gratitude 
for the investments they have 


made,” Crombie said. “We’re 

always looking to grow the 
business here and looking for 
further investment.” 


There may not be any spe- 
cific new deals announced 
overseas but the mayor and 
economic development offi- 
cials will be looking for leads 
in the aerospace and phar- 
maceutical sectors. 


Ottawa discriminating against Italians, Portuguese immigrants: critic

A critic of Canada’s immi- 
gration system says Italian 
and Portuguese nationals 
face discrimination due to 
‘changing politics’ as Otta- 
wa welcomes South Asians 
by the tens of thousands. 


“This is one of the things 

I tried to tell the govern- 
ment,” said Manuel Al- 
exandre, chairman of the 
Undocumented Workers 
Committee. 


“We have to do something. 

Work with Portuguese, 
work with Italians, rec- 
ognize our community as 
well.” 


Alexandre is an outspoken 
advocate for skilled undoc- 
umented workers, many of 
whom are Portuguese and 
Italians working in con- 
struction. He pressed Min- 
ister Ahmed Hussen about 
the matter at a town hall in 
Brampton Saturday. 

Hussen told the assem- 
bled crowd, “on the issue of 
Italian nationals and Portu- 
guese nationals not having 
avenues to get to Canada, I 
can tell you, nothing could 
be further from the truth,” 


he said. 


“Part of the discussion 
needs to take into consid- 
eration the ability of Italian 
nationals and Portuguese 
nationals to go into other 
countries in Europe and 
work. A lot of the young peo- 
ple in Italy, they’re working 
in Belgium, working in the 
U.K. because of labour mo- 
bility agreements. We don’t 
have those kinds of labour 
mobility agreements with 
those countries.” 


Alexandre says tens of 

thousands of _ Filipinos, 
Indians, Pakistanis and 
Chinese get on the path to 
citizenship every year while 
the number of Italians and 
Portuguese is in the hun- 
dreds. 


“They’re being kept out for 
reasons I can’t understand. 
It’s important for them to 
know what’s going on,” he 
said. 

Alexandre says politics 
and race are coming into 
play, with elected South 
Asians playing powerful 
roles at the federal and 
provincial levels. “The pol- 
itics are changing. You can 
see all the MPs. I’m a good

friend with all the MPs in 
there, but when all the MPs 
and MPPs are all brown 
and there is no more di- 


versity and they have a lot 
of power and they work to- 
gether. I have great admira- 
tion for them.” 

Alexandre, an electrician 
and Portuguese immigrant, 
pressed the minister about 
the plight of foreign work- 
ers facing deportation. 

“We need the skilled la- 
bour. The skilled labour is 


being deported. They pay 
taxes like you and me and 
everybody else. We feel that 
it’s not fair for someone be- 
ing deported after having 
kids over here, having a 
family here, having a com- 
pany here. That hurts my 
heart.” 

Alexandre blames __lan- 
guage requirements  in- 
troduced by the previous 
government for making it 
more difficult for workers 
who don’t speak English or 
French to gain permanent 


residency. 


“For Canadian citizen, of 
course you need to speak 
English [or French]. For 
permanent residency, it 
shouldn’t be a requirement. 
This is one of the things I 
asked for last year, in May 
in Ottawa. I met with some 
MPs in the House of Com- 
mons. We have to do some- 
thing.” 

The minister told Alexan- 
dre discussions aimed at 
updating the undocument- 
ed worker rules are still go- 
ing on. 

“When you are creating a 
program designed to regu- 
larize people, it’s not some- 
thing you can do in one 
day. There’s a lot of con- 
sultations, not just with the 
community but also within 
government.” 

Hussen also blamed Italy 
and Portugal for being un- 
willing to bring in recipro- 
cal programs that would 
allow Canadians to work in 
those countries for longer 
than they are currently al- 
lowed to do so.

mier Wynne. 

Opposition by busi- 
ness and critics against the 
government’s minimum 
wage policy will likely in- 
tensify this fall ahead of the 
Jan. 1 deadline for the first 
hike to $14. A year later it 
moves to $15, a 32 per cent 
jump in just 16 months. 


Supporters and oppo- 
nents of the deal have been 
battling in the newspaper 
opinion pages, TV talk 
panels and political back 
rooms of the province for 
months; and there’s still 
bitter feelings about the 
idea. 

Unions love the plan; 
business hates it. About 
six in 10 Ontarians support 
the idea, but that depends 
on how pollsters ask the 
question. 

Meanwhile, most econo- 
mists warn it will cut tens 
of thousands of jobs and 
raise the day-to-day cost 
of living as employers hike 
prices to compensate for 
higher labour costs. 


Last week, Ontario’s fi- 


le not going away, Pre- 


nancial watchdog  con- 
cluded in an assessment 
that hiking the minimum 
wage to $15 an hour from 
the current $11.40 could 
cost the province at least 
50,000 jobs. 

Still the Liberals are 
pressing ahead, despite 
the warnings of the legis- 
lature’s own neutral watch- 
dog— the Financial Ac- 
countability Office. 


But that’s because the 
minimum wage hike is not 
really an economic policy, 
it’s rooted in politics— spe- 
cifically the timing of the 
coming provincial election 
next June 7. 


Wynne’s Liberals are in 
third place well behind 
the leading PCs and sec- 
ond-place New Democrats 
so they have come up with 
the same broad strategy 
for next spring’s campaign 
that they followed in their 
surprise 2014 majority vic- 
tory. 

Inanutshell, theyre trying 
to outflank the NDP— but 
on the left. They’re trying 
to lure progressives to the 
Liberals with NDP-friendly 
social policies. That’s why 
less than a week after NDP 
Leader Andrea Horwath 
unveiled a $475 million 


plan to provide free essen- 
tial drugs to all Ontarians— 
the centrepiece of her 2018 
campaign— Wynne and 
Finance Minister Charles 
Sousa came out with the 
government’s own phar- 
macare plan for people un- 
der 25 in the spring budget. 

Call me cynical, but the 
timing was more than a co- 
incidence. 


For the PCs and their lead- 
er Patrick Brown, who is in 
a strong position to unseat 
Wynne as premier, the par- 
ty needs to flesh out its own 
minimum wage ideas at 
their November policy con- 
ference. In the past, Con- 
servatives were opposed to 
anything that would hurt 
the economy or harm small 
business but Brown is try- 
ing to steer the PCs to the 
political centre and should 
articulate a modern wage 
policy that will help the 
working poor. 


On the minimum wage 
Brown’s main beef is the 
pace of change, so he could 
decide to delay implemen- 
tation of the second phase 
if the PCs take power next 
June or stretch the increase 
out over several more years 
to give businesses more 
time to adjust. 


Or he could promise— like 
the Wynne government al- 
ready has— to provide off- 
setting benefits so business 
does not feel the bite of the 
minimum wage hike. 

In Mississauga, the lo- 
cal board of trade is dead 
set against the minimum 
wage hike, saying most of 
its 1,500 members— small 
and big companies alike— 
oppose the idea. 

“Government cannot leg- 
islate prosperity,” presi- 
dent and CEO David Wo- 
jcik wrote in a recent op-ed 
column in Peel Daily News. 


“As we look internation-

ally, it’s clear that juris- 
dictions that seek to grow 
their economy through in- 
creased regulation are left 
with lower labour market 
participation and _ higher 
unemployment, especially 
among young people.” 

To me, it’s high time the 
Liberal government ap- 
point an _ independent 
group to oversee the policy 
and decide how to raise the 
minimum wage without 
harming business. 

Other provinces have 
tackled the issue this way. 
B.C.’s new NDP govern- 
ment won't be moving to 
$15 an hour until 2021 but 


the province just set up 
a new arm’s-length Fair 
Wages Commission to de- 
vise a pathway to that wage 
level and build consensus 
for the plan. 


A commission like that for 
Ontario would at least take 
politics out of the equa- 
tion— if you can ever do 
that in this highly polarized 
province.

Commuters in Peel could one day see hydrogen-powered GO Trains 


Commuters riding to 
Mississauga’s Port Credit, 
Clarkson or Dixie GO sta- 
tions or up to Bramalea or 
Mount Pleasant stops in 
Brampton could one day 
see hydrogen-powered GO 
trains taking them there. 


That’s because Ontario 
is electrifying the GO rail 
network in the GTA and 
Hamilton area and is seek- 
ing design concepts for 
hydrogen-powered trains 
as an alternative to con- 
ventional overhead wires. 
In planning electrification, 
Ontario’s transit agency, 
Metrolinx, is carrying out 
a feasibility study on the 
use of hydrogen fuel cells 
to power electric motors 
on each train. 


The electrification proj- 
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ect is part of the Liberals’ 
$21-billion multi-year 
plan to upgrade and ex- 
pand the GO network and 
reduce the number of die- 
sel-fuelled locomotives to 
cut air pollution and re- 
duce greenhouse gases. 


“Electrifying GO rail ser- 
vice is a major step for- 
ward for public transit in 
our province,” said Steven 
Del Duca, provincial Min- 
ister of Transportation. 
“The work we are doing 
on electrification today 
represents a significant in- 
vestment that will impact 
Ontarians for generations. 
It is critical that we get it 
right. I look forward to re- 
viewing the results of the 
hydrail feasibility study.” 


The province has asked 


several rail vehicle man- 
ufacturers to prepare de- 
signs and to demonstrate 
the impact that incorpo- 
rating hydrogen fuel cells 
into double-decker trains 
would have on the perfor- 
mance of the GO rail net- 


work. 


Such a system is called an 
Electrical Multiple Unit, 
or EMU, train, made up of 
many self-propelled car- 
riages linked together and 
not requiring a separate 
locomotive. 


Such systems already 
operate around the world 
— include the Heathrow 
Flyer in the U.K., the AGV 
in France and the TTC’s 
Toronto Rocket subway 
trains. 


Fuel cells produce elec- 
tricity through a chemi- 
cal reaction, but without 
combustion. They convert 
hydrogen and oxygen into 
water, and create electric- 
ity in the process. 


Del Duca said the hydrail 
feasibility study is slated 
to close by the end of the 
year, and a decision on 
whether to go ahead with 
such a system will be made 
after that, likely next year. 
“This announcement is a 
critical step to helping us 
understand the possibili- 


ties of using hydrail on our 
network,” said Robert Sid- 
dall, acting president and 
CEO of Metrolinx, which 
runs the GO _ network. 
“This procurement pro- 
cess will allow Metrolinx 
to identify partners with 
bi-level EMU _ experience 
and capacity to integrate a 
hydrogen fuel cell system 
into their bi-level EMU 
products.” 


Metrolinx is developing 
transit projects across the 
GTA, including the $1.4 
billion Hurontario LRT 
connecting Port Credit to 
Brampton and the 18-ki- 
lometre Mississauga Tran- 
sitway corridor of dedicat- 
ed bus lanes running along 
Highway 403 and Eglinton 
Avenue.

If the GTA wins a multi- 
billion-dollar new head- 
quarters from Amazon, 
it would spread benefits 
across the region, no mat- 
ter where the project finds 
a home, says the business 
executive hired to help 
lure foreign investors to 
the area. 


In an exclusive interview 

with Peel Daily News, 
Toronto Global chair- 
man Mark Cohon said 
the US$5 billion head- 
quarters and its potential 
50,000 jobs would cre- 
ate “significant economic 
impact” across the GTA, 
whether it’s located in 
Toronto, Mississauga, 
Brampton, Markham or 
elsewhere. 


“On the site selection, 
youre talking about 
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50,000 jobs here,” said 
Cohon, the 51-year- old 
Chicago-born former 
commissioner of the CFL. 


“These companies de- 

liver across the entire 
region. These businesses 
will be supplied by busi- 
nesses across the region. 
So this will have a signif- 
icant economic impact 
wherever the eventual site 
is selected.” 


Cohon ran the CFL for 
nine years, and has bal- 
anced competing geo- 
graphic and financial in- 
terests. 


In his job with Toron- 
to Global, he'll be doing 
just that— dealing with 
the province, Ottawa and 
the regional governments 
who kicked in $19.5 mil- 
lion to set up the invest- 
ment marketing agency 
eight months ago. 


“That’s very much why 
the mayors and chairs ap- 
proached me about this,” 
Cohon told Peel Daily 
News, shortly after finish- 
ing a conference call with 
the mayors of Brampton 
and Mississauga on the 
bid. 

“They wanted someone 
in this role who under- 
stands business, who has 
worked around the world, 
lived in many different 
places, but also under- 
stands the nuances of how 
do you work with a variety 
of different parties. That’s 
what I did at the CFL for 
years.” 


Last Thursday (Sept. 14), 
Bonnie Crombie, Bramp- 
ton’s Linda Jeffrey, To- 
ronto’s John Tory and 
other local mayors and 
leaders of Halton, York 
and Durham approved 
the launch of a GTA-wide 
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bid for the Amazon proj- 
ect, with the help of the 
federal and _ provincial 
governments. 


The bid is due by Oct. 19 
and will go a long way in 
“promoting the collective 
assets of the most dynam- 
ic and innovative region 
in the world,” the local 
leaders said in a joint 
statement. 


“As the commercial cen- 
tre of the country, this is 
the Toronto region’s op- 
portunity to showcase our 
attractive regional build- 
ing sites, highlight our ex- 
pansive and rapidly grow- 
ing technology ecosystem, 
and introduce the depth 
and breadth of our global 
talent pool.” 


The GTA bid will be 
overseen by the Ontario 
government, suggesting 
the province, and Ottawa 
most likely, are prepared 
to kick in hundreds of 
millions— perhaps bil- 
lions— in subsidies to lure 
Amazon here.

compete with offers from 
many U.S. cities, likely 
Chicago, Boston, Char- 
lotte, New York and Aus- 
tin, Tex.

est and most successful 
businessmen in the world. 


Supporters of subsidies 
to business say all govern- 
ments do it in one form or 
another to lure jobs in the 
highly competitive global 
economy. 

One big supporter of 
the idea is Ontario’s Lib- 
eral government, which 
usually puts up to 10 per 
cent of a project’s worth 
in grants for job-creating 
investments in its “part- 
nerships” with business.

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Peel Regional chair Frank Dale sees proposed highway as key priority

ince late 2014, I have 
S= Peel Region 

chair and have gained 
an even greater apprecia- 
tion of both the vital role 
the Region plays in serving 
its 1.4 million residents and 
the quality and dedication 
of the regional staff who 
carry out the work. 
Beginning with this col- 
umn, I intend to offer 
semi-regular contributions 
to this publication to help 
elaborate on issues affect- 
ing our residents; some of 
the services we provide; 
and our efforts to engage 
residents and interested 
parties in determining, 
developing and enacting 
meaningful programs and 
policies in pursuit of our 
objectives. 


Many of you will be aware 
that Peel Region consists of 
three municipal jurisdic- 
tions: the City of Missis- 
sauga; the City of Bramp- 
ton; and the Town of 
Caledon -- collectively the 
second largest jurisdiction 
in Ontario. 


Peel Regional Council’s 
key priority is infrastruc- 
ture in it various forms, 
from affordable housing 
and community hubs to 
water and waste water 
systems, emissions and 
healthy community design. 


The issue I want to discuss 
in transportation  infra- 
structure, the movement of 
goods and road and high- 
way maintenance and de- 
velopment.). 


Transportation Infra- 
structure is a good start- 
ing point for a number of 
reasons. The issue of the 
critical need to invest in 
new infrastructure to meet 
the Region’s growth pro- 
jections has been well re- 
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ported. 


Last month, the annual 
meeting of the Association 
of Municipalities of Ontar- 
io, where municipal lead- 
ers including Peel Region 
mayors advocated for an 
increase in the HST to help 
pay for a those infrastruc- 
ture needs. 


While these discussions 
and debates will and must 
continue, we also need to 
look at ways to maximize 
the use of the infrastruc- 
ture we currently have. 


Towards that end, Peel 
Region has established an 
effective working group 
known as the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force. 


The task force is com- 
prised of staff from the Re- 
gion’s Transportation Divi- 
sion, members of regional 
council and their staffs, 
and relevant stakeholders 
representing all elements 
of the road user commu- 
nity. 

I serve as chair of the 
task force and my coun- 
cil colleague, Mayor Allan 
Thompson of Caledon was 
instrumental in the estab- 
lishment of this body. Last 
May, Regional Council 
approved the second Peel 
Region Goods Movement 
Strategic Plan (2017-2021). 


This strategic plan and the 

issue of goods movement, 
in general, factored heav- 
ily in the extensive brief- 
ing material that the Peel 
Region delegation brought 
with them to the AMO con- 
ference last month. 


Given its central location 
and proximity to the U.S. 
border, the Region of Peel 
is a significant goods move- 
ment hub for the Greater 
Toronto Hamilton Area 
(GTHA), as well as the 
province and the country. 


About $1.8 billion worth 
of goods move within and 


through Peel every day and 
68,000 vehicles transport 
goods daily. The Peel road 
network serves almost half 
a million truck trips week- 
ly, one-half of the over 
950,000 weekly truck trips 
in Ontario. 


Goods movement depen- 
dent industries represent 
four in every nine jobs in 
Peel Region and $49 bil- 
lion in GDP. Furthermore, 
these jobs, in turn, create 
$29 billion in labour in- 
come. However, the re- 
sulting congestion in Peel 
and beyond is estimated to 
cost the GTHA $6 billion 
annually in lost economic 
activity. 

This economic loss trans- 
lates into compromised 
productivity, not to men- 
tion the impact on quali- 
ty of life due to extended 
commuting time and envi- 
ronmental considerations. 


To address these matters 
the Task Force has identi- 
fied and is realizing a num- 
ber of objectives which in- 
clude: 


« The enhancement of 
goods movement and logis- 
tics planning coordination; 


« Adapting to advance- 
ments in the e-commerce 
shift; 

- Extending and encourag- 
ing the use of Longer Com- 
bination Vehicles (LCVs); 


-- The pursuit of alter- 
native fuels and fuel ef- 
ficiency initiatives — this 
complements the Region’s 
Environmental Infrastruc- 
ture priorities as well; and 


-- Increasing the capacity 
of existing infrastructure 
through feasible off-peak 
freight deliveries (as cur- 
rently, the Region has 
launched an off-peak deliv- 
ery pilot project to provide 
relief during the most con- 
gested hours). 


Included in the objectives 


outlined in the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force 
Strategic Plan is the re- 
quirement that Peel Region 
continues to aggressively 
demonstrate and advance 
Peel’s national role and im- 
portance in freight fluidity. 


While not specific to the 
strategic plan, one hopeful 
outcome of advancing this 
objective would result in 
a complementary benefit: 
that being the provincial 
approval of the long ad- 
vocated and long await- 
ed Greater Toronto Area 
(GTA) West Highway. 


While the Strategic Plan 
looks to optimize existing 
infrastructure, the Re- 
gion fully recognizes that 
options such as widening 
existing roads is not a suffi- 


pre 
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cient or long term solution 
to meet the demands of fu- 
ture growth. With that un- 
derstanding, Peel Region 
strongly advocates for the 
development of the GTA 
West — a new 400 series 
highway. 


If developed, the new 
highway should: 

« Include alternative 
transportation modes 


(again, consistent with our 
environmental priorities); 


* Complete long range 
transportation and land 
use planning in Brampton 
and Caledon; 


¢« Complete an integrated 

highway network by con- 
necting to Highway 410 
and Highway 427; 


Relief congestion on exist- 
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ing routes; and 


¢ Divert traffic that should 

be accommodated on a 
provincial highway from 
regional roads.

I can tell you right now that 
our hotels in Mississauga 
are adamant, we are going 
together with them that 
every penny, as are we,

Mississauga which flows 
through Tourism Toronto 
will be spent in the City of 
Mississauga to promote 
tourism. 


It could be spent locally or 
spent globally marketing 
tourism. We will be asking 
for audited (statements) as 
will the hotel association. 


It's going to be a really 
strong program that we can 
move forward with. 


When you see the tourism 
master plan that we will be 
bringing to council, there are 
a lot of recommendations in 
that plan that council will 
be deliberating on towards 
then of October, probably 
in the last GC in October is 
where we’re aiming to bring 
that. 


We'll have a good 
discussion there on how 
we'll be moving ahead 
and how we're really 
going to market the city 
of Mississauga. It’s a very 
exciting time for us, for 
tourism. The revenue 
generated is _ incredible 
and it’s just a wonderful 
opportunity. 

We have right now, that we 
have at the tourism board, 
through staff and myself 
and Carolyn (Parrish), we’ve 
been lobbying to get this 
hotel tax for probably 10 
years. And we finally have it, 
it's a great opportunity, we 
need to move forward on.”

We all know entrepre- 
neurial families — the ones 
that own your favourite 
restaurant, shop or even 
important health services 
like your chiropractor. Fi- 
nance Canada is encour- 
aging your local MPs to 
jeopardize business sav- 
ings and retirement plans 
for these middle-class Ca- 
nadians. 


Finance Canada is part of 
the government bureau- 
cracy. It operates under 
the Minister of Finance to 
ensure a healthy economy 
by developing econom- 
ic management policies 
and providing advice to 
the government. Its re- 
cent proposal for changes 
in federal tax policy has 
provided bad advice to Fi- 
nance Minister Bill Mor- 
neau. 


It unfairly attacks small 
business families — tens 
of thousands right here in 
Peel region— and will have 
unintended consequences 
that will harm local con- 
stituents and our regional 
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economy. 


Small business families 
are easy targets for bu- 
reaucrats. Some may envy 
them without truly appre- 
ciating how risky and how 
much uncompensated 
work is needed, to run a 
small business.

since 1972. Plain and sim- 
ple— these proposals are a

to know that tax fairness 
cannot be achieved by en- 
dorsing the divisive poli- 
tics of envy. Our current 
tax code, as it applies to 
small businesses, is the 
way it is because Cana- 
dians want to encourage 
entrepreneurial families.

In Ontario, costs 
have increased due to elec- 
tricity prices and more in- 
creases due to provincial 
workplace legislation are 
anticipated. SMEs spend- 
ing on new technology is 
already down 12 per cent. 
Taxing away profits simply 
hurts Canadian innova- 
tion. 


¢ Why does Finance Can- 
ada target Main street for 
its “tax grab”? Other op- 
tions are to simplify the 
tax code for honest busi- 
nesses, amend the code to 
encourage job-growth and 
enforce the code to punish 
legitimate tax cheats. Will 
you encourage Minister 
Morneau to look at these 
options first? 


We are fortunate to have 
young, smart local MPs— 
but what will they do with 
this dilemma?

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Brampton Real Estate Board says housing market slower but prices up year over year 


Brampton’s real _ estate 
agents are looking at the 
slower housing market but 
they see a silver lining. 


The number of houses and 
condos sold in Mississauga, 
Brampton, and Caledon fell 
39 per cent in August, but 
fewer listings helped pric- 
es rise 5.5 per cent from 
the same period a year ago. 
The Brampton Real Estate 
Board (BREB), which rep- 
resents real estate agents 
across Peel, says the num- 
bers indicate continued 
strong demand going ahead 
for home ownership. 


The real estate group, 
which has 1,500 members 
says September’s trends 
indicate continued strength 
in the real estate market 
with a balance between 
number of homes listed and 
sold. 


“A balanced real estate 
market ensures that the 
dream of home ownership 
is available to more con- 
sumers,” said Lang Vuong, 
president of the Brampton 
board and a broker with 


Lang Vuong 


Cloud Realty in Mississau- 
ga. 

“Peel Region will remain 
one of the most active real 
estate markets in the Great- 
er Toronto Area.” 


The nearly 50,000 real 
estate agents across the 
GTA have been forced to 
adjust to a slowing market 
easing the housing bubble 
that pushed prices above $1 
million in the Toronto area, 
Vancouver and other parts 
of Canada. 

Rising mortgage rates and 
more restrictive banking 
rules in recent months have 


made it more expensive 
to finance a home, taking 
many potential bidders out 
of the market. Moreover, 
the Ontario government’s 
decision in its April budget 
to slap a 15 per cent tax on 
foreign buyers of houses 
and condos also put a chill 
into the market. 


However, the GTA is the 
gateway for immigrants, 
pushing up regional de- 
mand for housing since 
about 110,000 newcom- 
ers are moving to the re- 
gion each year— many to 
Brampton and Mississauga. 


Industry statistics show 
Brampton has an average 
house price of $665,602 
and 1,340 new listings in 
the last month. The city’s 
housing data shows homes 
for sale stay on the market 
for 27 days. 


In Mississauga, current 
MLS stats show an average 
house price of $665,597 
and 1,408 new listings in 
the last month. A Missis- 
sauga home stays on the 
market about 25 days be- 


Morguard’s U.S. properties not damaged by hurricane

Mississauga-based property 
owner Morguard Corp. says 
its apartment buildings and 
shopping malls in the south- 
eastern United States did 
notv suffer any significant 
damage from Hurricane 
Irma. 

“None of our properties in 
the region received any sub- 
stantial damage as a result of 
the storm,” said K. Rai Sahi, 
CEO of Morguard, company 
based on City Centre Dr. in 
downtown Mississauga. 

“We continue to support 
the operations teams at our 
properties as they proceed 
with the clean up process 
and assist our residents and 
tenants in the region.” 
Morguard owns seven shop- 
ping malls, one apartment 
building and one _ office 
building in Florida. Its real 
estate investment trust has 
six 

residential properties in 
Florida and another three in 
Georgia. 
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Both states were hit hard by 
Hurricane Irma, wiping out 
power to two million cus- 
tomers in Florida, Georgia 
and the Carolinas and kill- 
ing up to 40 people. 
Morguard said preliminary 
assessments indicate that 
none of the company’s prop- 
erties sustained any structur- 
al or significant damage or 
experienced any flooding 
as a result of the storm. 
All buildings have been re- 
opened and clean up crews 
to remove debris and carry 
out minor repairs. 

Since the storm has passed, 
Morguard operations teams 
have been making steady 
progress assessing and clear- 
ing the properties affected by 
Irma. 

The on-site teams have been 
joined by many of the prop- 
erty 

residents, who are coming 
together as a community to 
help with the 

restoration of their homes. 
“It has been remarkable 
to see the resiliency of our 


staff and residents, and my 
thanks go to everyone in 
Florida and Georgia whose 
hard work has helped min- 
imize the impact of this 
storm,” said John Talano, 
vice-president of the REIT. 
“Our thoughts are with the 
larger community who have 
been negatively affected by 
this and other recent storms 
as we come together to begin 
the recovery process.”

erties, providing buyers 
with greater choice in the 
market. 


While changes to market 
conditions, interest rates 
and legislation continue to 
affect the market, Peel Re- 
gion and the city Of Bramp- 
ton have recorded an av- 
erage annual population 
growth rate of 4.2 per cent, 
making it the country’s 
ninth largest city with near- 
ly 600,000 residents— and 
the second-fastest growing 
in Canada. 


Sustained population 
growth suggests a healthy 
real estate market is loom- 
ing as the industry ap- 
proaches the spring of 
2018, the next prime home 
buying season. 


The Brampton board was 

formed in 1955 and is a 
member of the Ontario 
and Canadian Real Estate 
associations.

QandA with Brampton B Beast Commentator Chris Ballard

As we get closer to the start 
of hockey season, Peel Daily 
News’ Benedict Rhodes sat 
down with Brampton Beast 
commentator Chris _ Bal- 
lard and discussed his life 
as a broadcaster and what 
to expect from the 2017-18 
Brampton Beast. 


Q. Where did you get your 
start in broadcasting? 


A. I got my start in jour- 
nalism as the sports editor 
of my university newspaper 
back home in St. John’s, 
Newfoundland. 


I always knew I wanted 
to be involved in sports in 
some capacity so I went to 
Centennial College to do 
sports journalism. There 
I did a lot of broadcasting, 
writing, and radio. I got my 
break with the St. John’s Ice 
Caps. 


First they had me writing 
stories for the website, and 
I stuck around. They gave 
me more and more work 
and I eventually got my first 
broadcasting gig doing in- 
terviews between periods. I 
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worked for two full seasons 
with the Ice Caps. Then the 
time came to move back 
to Ontario. I made a few 
phone calls and came into 
contact with the Beast and 
this will be my third season 
coming up with Brampton. 


Q. Did you always want to 
be a broadcaster? 


A. Totally. I was the guy 
who played NHL 95 on my 
Sega Genesis and I would 
turn the volume down and 
pretend I was Bob Cole, 
talking over the game. I had 
fun with it and I still have 
fun to this day. A lot of guys 
take themselves a little too 
seriously. I have a lot of fun 
up there.” 


Q. Who are your idols? 
Which broadcasters inspire 
you? 

A. There’s two in partic- 
ular for me. The first one 
is Bob Cole from Hockey 
Night in Canada. He’s a leg- 
end and was calling games 
long before I was born. If 
you turned on a TV on Fri- 
day night, it was always Bob 


Cole. Of course, with Bob 
being from St. John’s, I’ve 
met him a couple of times 
and he’s the first one that 
comes to mind. I grew up 
in St. John’s so I watched a 
lot of the American Hockey 
League. 


My live hockey was the St. 
John’s Maple Leafs so the 
second one is their broad- 
caster, Brian Rogers, who 
later became the voice of 
the Ice Caps when I was 
there. He’s kooky and off- 
the-wall but he’s himself. 
He’s unique and isn’t afraid 
to speak his mind so it’s 
him and Bob Cole for me. 


Q. What is your favourite 
broadcasting memory? 


A. My favourite was when 
the Beast went to double 
overtime against the Read- 
ing Royals on April 22. Not 
only was it the first game 
that I’ve called that went to 
double overtime, but Bran- 
don MacLean scored both 
goals in that game. 


I remember the elation 
and relief because the game 
had ended but more impor- 


tantly, we won. We had a 
packed house and the fans 
went nuts and I was feeding 
off them. 


Another great memory was 
last season’s 9-7 win over 
our big rivals Adirondack 
on the road. We went down 
4-1 early in the first and we 
came back. Getting to call 
16 goals in one game was 
awesome. The boys were 
pretty fired up after that 
one.” 


Q. What is your favourite 
road trip? 


A. Honestly, there hasn’t 
been one that I’ve disliked. 
It’s a thrill and a pleasure 
to travel to places in North 
America that I wouldn’t go 
to otherwise. 


A favourite of mine is To- 
ledo because it’s a relatively 
short bus ride and they have 
a really passionate fan base. 


I also like Kalamazoo be- 
cause the people there are 
great and the arena is a bit 
older and has an old school 
hockey barn feel to it. Ob- 
viously I don’t hate going 
to Orlando during cold

months like February. I can 
find positives about every 
road trip. 


Q. What are your goals? 
Do you want to work in the 
NHL one day? 


A. Sure! I grew up a Phil- 
adelphia Flyers fan so I’d 
love to cover NHL games 
and I’m doing everything in 
my power to get there.” 


Q. What is a realistic goal 
for the Brampton Beast this 
year? 

A. We're going to be a dif- 
ferent team, but not in a 
negative sense. We've lost 
a lot of scoring in David Pa- 


can (41G, 41A in 67 games) 
and David Vallorani (32G, 
51A while playing in all 72 
games) but this team is go- 
ing to be built a bit differ- 
ently. 


We want to have a more 
physical team with guys 
that are willing to get into 
the dirty areas and chal- 
lenge for the puck. 


The Brampton Beast opens 
its season on Saturday, Oct. 
14 against the Adirondack 
Thunder.
